On Sunday 
they asked politely for it to be partly 
refuelled, but this time they said 
they would blow up the plane unless 
thev received fuel immediately.

The jet s chief purser, who was 
wounded in the grenade explosion, 
said Mrs. Peralta and her husband 
were among the hijack team. 


The purser, Yoshihisa Miyashita, 
37, was the only living person the 
hijackers allowed to leave the plane 
since it arrived at the modern 
airport of this oil-rich Persian Gulf 
sheikhdom early Saturday. They 
have threatened to blow up the plane 
with all aboard if police or anyone 
else comes near.

Nixon said that if the tapes would 
settle the “ central questions at issue 
in the Watergate inquiries,” then 
their disclosure might serve a 
substantial public interest. 
However, he said that the tapes 
contained 
many comments that

perspectives and motivations would 
inevitably 
interpret 
in different 
ways.” 
“ Accordingly, the tapes which 
have been under my sole personal 
control, will remain so,” he said. 
“ None has been transcribed or 
made public and none will be.” 
In a television speech April 27, 
Nixon said he knew nothing in

efforts to conceal the involvement of 
members of his administration. He

“ I don’t think it is the most

is small,

DETROIT (UPI) — Financial reports 
this week by the “Big Three” automakers 
should provide added fuel for the United 
Auto Workers’ “share-of-the-pie” contract 
demands for 700,000 members. 
The union leaders will be keeping an 
especially sharp eye today on the profit 
statement of Chrysler Corp., most often 
mentioned as a possible strike target when 
current three year pacts expire Sept. 14. 


Rebounding from financial doldrums of 
three years ago, Chrysler s first quarter 
profits were a record and second quarter 
earnings are also expected to be high. UAW 
President 
Leonard 
Woodcock 
says 
Chrysler’s good financial position makes 
the No. 3 automaker as much a possible 
strike target as Ford and General Motors. 


The automotive financial reports this 
week should reflect the torrid sales pace in 
the first six months of 1973, which saw a 
record 5,214,623 domestic cars sold. The 
automakers are expected to complain, 
however, that federal economic controls 
have lowered their profit margins. 
Both Ford and General Motors in the 


first quarter set records for any three- 
month period in history while Chrylser’s 
earnings of $89.8 million was the best ever 
for a January-March period. GM’s profit 
margin was 7.1 per cent, down from higher 
earnings marks in the mid-1960s. 
Chrysler also has not responded to the 
UAW’s basic list of demands laid on the 
bargaining 
table 
when contract 
talks 
opened last week. Top negotiators and GM 
and Ford termed the demands excessive 
with Sidney McKenna, Ford labor affairs 
director, saying they are well above Phase 
IV guidelines. 
The tone for the negotiations was set

secretary-treasurer of the UAW, who said 
the “purpose of this union is to get a share 
of the profits.”

E . G . Waters 
Immunity 


Those following the Watergate hearings by the U.S. 
Senate may wonder about the issue of immunity which has 
arisen in connection with appearances of the various 
witnesses. 
That the issue should arise at all is due to the fact that 
Congress has never enacted a law to extend immunity to 
witnesses compelled to testify before it 


This might be in the nature of an oversight It is difficult 
to see how Congress can expect to get to the bottom of any 
matter under investigation if its witnesses are in fear of 
subsequent prosecution based upon their own testimony 
Any witness who might have committed a punishable 
offense or witnessed an illegal action without reporting the 
sam e might be subject to prosecution if he so testifies. 
In such a circumstance it is possible a witness will seek 
to avoid telling what he knows or take refuge in the Fifth 
Amendment. That amendment clearly states that no person 
“ shall be compelled in any criminal case to be a witness 
against himself ” 


Because of this, the Watergate's com m ittee chairman. 
Senator Sam Ervin, recognized as the Senate’s leading 
Constitutional scholar and statesman, found it necessary to 
obtain 
a court order extending 
“ limited” immunity to 
certain of the witnesses questioned by the committee. 
The immunity order by the court was “ lim ited” in the 
sense it forbade any proseetuion of those witnesses based 
upon 
their 
testimony 
If 
the 
government’s 
special 
prosecutor can find other evidence of culpability without 
resorting to the testimony or documents furnished by a 
witness to the Senate, a prosecution for offenses could be 
made. 
Former Attorney General John Mitchell made his 
appearance before the com m ittee without benefit of 
immunity. It will be recalled that his attorneys made the 
point they had waived the Fifth Amendment. It will also be 


remembered his attorneys made the point they had not 
waived the Sixth Amendment That provides that "In all 
prosecutions the accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
trial, by an impartial jury...” Undoubtedly this will figure 
in the New York trial, where Miethell is presently under an 
indictment, and any other trials which might follow on the 
heels of the hearings. It can be expected the point will be 
that the exposure to the nation of Mitchell’s testimony w ill 
prevent him getting an impartial jury 
The 
immunity 
issue 
is 
of 
particular 
interest 
to 
Californians since nothing similar could arise here in 
connection with witnesses compelled to testify before the 
legislature 
One would have difficulty pleading the Fifth Amendment 
in a legislative proceeding since this state long ago 
recognized the problem and enacted vSection 9410 of the 
Government Code This provides that a person sworn and 
examined before the legislature "can not be held to answer 
criminally or be subject to any penalty or forfeiture for any 
fact or act touching which he is required to testify ” ft 
further provides that “ a witness can not refuse to 
testify., for the reason his testimony may tend to disgrace 
him 
or 
render 
him 
infamous.” 
And 
also 
“ Any 
statement., by such witness is not competent evidence in 
any criminal proceeding against the witness.” 
th is law was enacted in 1943. based upon previous acts of 
the legislature and court cases. The whole idea is based 
upon the reasoning that it is of greater public benefit to find 
out what happened so that laws may be enacted to prevent 
similar future occurences than it is to jail an individual for 
a specific offense 
Undoubtedly this is the reasoning followed by Senator 
Ervin s comm ittee in securing immunity for its witnesses 
The senators want to find out what happened so they may 
devise 
laws 
to 
prevent 
the 
same 
things 
in 
future 
campaigns.

When the server stands in 
the ready position, his weight 
is equally distributed on both 
feet. As his arms start the 
service motion, the weight 
moves to the right foot; the 
left shoulder moves up and 
the right shoulder moves 
down. The right knee is 
straight and the left knee is 
slightly bent. In other words, 
the body is tilted back, so 
that at the moment of the hit 
it can move forward into the 
ball. The body is a straight 
line as the ball is struck. The 
right shoulder moves forward

The slice is the basic deliv­ 
ery for all players. The racket 
face sweeps across the side 
of the ball farthest from the 
body instead of striking it di­ 
rectly from behind. In a per­ 
fect flat serve (which cannot 
be hit by anyone less than six 
feet tall) moves in a straight 
line from the middle of the 
racket face down to the court.

RE-G RIPPIN G IS 
COSTLIEST ERRO R IN 
GOLF SWING 


The most costly error in 
the golf swing is probably 
re-gripping the club on the 
downswing. It is also one of 
the 
hardest things for a 
golfer to recognize because 
it is largely an instinctive 
act. Julius Boros offers this 
advice for golfers who have 
this problem: 


“ This is usually caused by 
letting the grip slip with the 
left hand as it nears the top 
of the swing. When this hap­ 
pens, the golfer must re-grip 
early in the downswing. This 
forces the wrists to uncock 
early, which forces the club 
to the outside. This results 
in a loss of clubhead speed 
and a glancing blow at the 
ball. 


‘‘To cure this, swing more 
slowly as you reach the top 
of the swing. This will en­ 
able you to make a freer 
turn and give you time to 
concentrate on keeping your

Cost overrun 


WASHINGTON (UPIl 
Rep I.es Aspin, 
D-Wis., Sunday called for an investigation 
into “ a suspicious 
cost overrun for 
contruetion of a Safeguard antiballistic 
missile (ABM > site. 
The comment by the persistent Pentagon 
critic came after the Defense Department 
made available figures Sunday showing the 
single ABM site now under construction in 
Grand Forks, N.D., will cost $13 billion 
more than the 1969 estimate for a two-site 
ABM program.

similar tastes. 
But his neighbors knew 
nothing of this. 
Brust’s private life was 
bared Saturday when police 
found him dead, apparently 
of strychnine poisoning, on a 
green and white lawn chair 
outside his back door. When 
they entered the house, they 
found 
the 
dismembered 
body of a teenage boy 
encased in cement in a 
shower stall. 
Police say Brust, a 44- 
year-old 
Miani 
building 
inspector, apparently killed 
himself after murdering the 
boy 
and 
subjecting 
his 
female companion to 22 
hours of sexual abuse and 
torture 
while 
she 
was 
shackled in a bedroom that 
had been converted to a 
torture chamber. 


The 
girl, 
who 
was 
released by Brust, made a 
hysterical report to police in 
nearby 
Fort 
Lauderdale 
early last week, but officers 
there filed her story away 
when her mother told them 
she was a “ pathological 
liar.” 
The 
girl’s 
tale 
was 
reopened 
Saturday 
when 
neighbors called police after 
noticing that Brust had not 
moved from his lawn chair 
for 
hours, 
although 
a 


thunderstorm had raged in 
the area durinp the dav. 
The girl, from Frankfort, 
Ky., 
had 
told 
Fort 


Lauderdale police she had 
been the victim of repeated 
sexual 
abuses 
and 
whippings by a man who 
murdered 
her 
male 
companion and encased him 
in cement. 
The 16-year-old runaway 
told police she and Mark 
Matson were picked up 
while hitchhiking by a man 
who called himself “ Eric.” 


She said alter they agreed 
to do household chores for 
him, he drove them in his 
white van to a suburban 
home and then forced them 
into a torture chamber. 


Police say the girl told 
them she and the boy were 
ordered to perform sexual 
acts 
while 
the 
man 
photographed them 
Matson “ jumped” Eric, 
she said, and was shot. Eric 
then dragged his body into a 
bathroom and told her he 
was going to encase him in 
cement 
Brust was described by 
neighbors as a “ loner.”

Most of the interviews 
were arranged with the help 
of high school counselors in 
the local area and the 
Human 
Resources 
Development Agency. 
For many of the youths,

Sanders, 
coordinator of the program 
here, “ Part of the idea is 
not only 
to help

students economically but 
to help them learn a skill 
and gain experience as to 
what is expected of them in 
later jobs.”

report

exonerated 
District Attorney David D. 
Minier and his former chief

Cappello, after allegations 
of possible misconduct in 
office, 
declared 
it 
is 
“ deeply concerned” about 
outside private practice by 
Santa Barbara County - 
employed attorneys. 


“ Moonlighting” practices 
of one or more county 
government attorneys had 
been a subject of discussion 
last year before the Board 
of 
Supervisors, 
and the 
matter 
had 
been 
left 
somewhat up in the air after 
denials had been made that 
the practice was an on-going 
thing. 


Capello, who had resigned 
from the staff of District 
Attorney Minier to become 
Santa 
Barb ara 
city 
attorney, had represented a 
realty firm, Oakdale Manor, 
Inc., which had been under 
fire 
in 
connection 
with 
alleged fraud cases, while 
he was 
in 
the 
district 
attorney’s office. 
While evidence before the 
Grand 
Jury 
indicates 
Cappello 
“ did 
not 
improperly use his position 
in the district attorney’s 
office in this representation 
and that he did not make use 
of county equipment, or 
material,” 
the 
report 


stressed that the Oakdale 
Manor case “ demonstrates 
rather clearly the potential 
problems created by outside 
practice 
such 
as was 
undertaken 
by 
Mr. 
Cappello.” 
The Grand Jury report, 
signed 
by 
Robert 
P. 
Richards, 
foreman, and 
Jean 
Jacoby, 
secretary, 
went 
on 
to 
say that 
newspaper articles about 
the case which began to be 


published 
in June, 1972, 
gave the appearance of 
impropriety 
by 
such 
representation. 


There had been a salary 
dispute 
between 
county 
government attorneys and 
the county at the time which 
“ motivated Mr. Cappello’s 
private 
representation,” 
according to the report. 


But it added: 
‘But 
the 
paramount 
concern of this Grand Jury 
is that the public confidence 
in the administration of 
criminal 
justice 
by

nor subject to legitimate 
criticism. To this end, the

I asked Chestnut whether 
there had been any recent 
additions to the endangered 
cliche list. 
“ There certainly has,” he 
replied “ You yourself have 
noted that the phrase sound 
as a dollar,’ which is one of 
America's all time favorite 
commonplaces, now has a 
hollow ring 
“ it definitely is in danger 
of being driven into oblivion 
by currency devaluations 
and 
international 
money 
speculators. 


“ And 
much the 
same 
thing 
is 
happening 
to 
‘chickenfeed.’” 
“ Chickenfeed ! ’ ’ 
I 
exclaimed. “ You mean like 
when you want to describe a 
sum of money as piddling or 
paltry you say ‘it’s only 
chickenfeed?’” 
“ Exactly,” Chestnut said. 
“ If something isn’t done 
soon that cliche will become 
extinct, and we will be

Phase IV 


We are now in Phase IV of President 
Nixon s economic program and it is 
extremely apparent that public resistance 
will mount as food prices climb and 
shortages in meat and poultry develop. 
The Wall Street Journal predicts what 
probable food prices will be in a few weeks 
hence: bacon, $2 a pound, up from $1.40 
now; pork chops, $2 a pound, up from $1.50 
now; eggs, $1 a dozen, up from 79 cents; 
broiler chickens, 75 to 80 cents a pound — 
or perhaps even $1 — up from 65 cents. 
Phase IV, the food and farm people say, 
is too little and too late. “It’s a long term 
fraud, because eventually prices will rise 
far higher than they would have if all 
ceilings were just taken off now,” says 
George W. Koch, president of the Grocery 
Manufacturers of America. 
Adds Harold B. Steele, president of the 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


Farm Bureau in Illinois: 
“Consumers 
must remember as Phase IV begins that 
the higher food prices they may face have 
been caused to some degree by the fact 
that controls have discouraged production 
of food and that it will be many months 
before any appreciable increase in some 
food supplies will be coming to market.” 


It is extremely difficult to predict where 
this will all end. Controls are odious to all 
who are controlled. In this particular case, 


Phase IV, they appear to be more odious to 
the consumer than anybody else. It is 
difficult 
to 
understand 
the economic 
benefit to the consumer under Phase IV 
when food prices are predicted to increase 
another four to five per cent by the end of 
the year — on top of a 12 per cent gain 
already this year. 


Ranks depleted 


WASHINGTON - That old devil 
inflation 
hovers 
over 
the 
bureaucracy as it does over the 
citizenry across the country, and it 
has a lot to do with excellence in 
government and the drain of brain 
power. The thorny question of how 
to compensate for the rapid rise in 
the cost of living is inevitably tied 
up with politics. 
The report, still 
kept confidential, of 
a 
high-level 
commission 
recommends a 25 
per cent across-the- 
board increase for 
the 
executive 
branch of govern­ 
ment, the judiciary 
and Congress. 
This comes at a moment when by 
every 
index 
bureaucrats 
and 
politicians are less respected than 
at any time in this century. With the 
burgeoning scandals at all levels it 
would seem the wrong time to go 
after a pay raise. 
Yet the commission, required by 
law to report to the President every 
four years, compiled extensive data 
to 
show 
that 
many 
top 
administrators are opting out, and 
these are the best and the brightest. 
They have had no increase in pay 
since 1969 and during that time the 
cost of living has jumped 25 per 
cent. 
But what about members of 
Congress? This is the large fly in the 
ointment The last pay raise for 
Congress came on March 1, 1969 
when senators and representatives 
went from $30,000 a year to $42,500. 
With 
prequisities 
that 
is 
substantially increased. A member 
of Congress does not have to refund 
his postal allowance over and above 
what he actually needs. Free trips 
back to the state, free long-distance 
calls, staff pay — all these add up to 
a big plus for the incumbent. In 
terms of income it puts most 
members of Congress above $50,000 
To vote yourself a raise of $10,000 
a year will not be popular back 


the district. That is more than the 
income of millions of Americans. 
For families on relief it looks like 
the pot of gold at the end of the 
rainbow. 
If the President fails to act on the 
recommendation of the commission 
and it goes over into 1974 — an 
election year when Congress would 
never vote a pay raise — then the 
whole matter can be postponed until 
1977. By then the cost of living may 
have jumped to 35 per cent over 
1969. A measure has passed the 
Senate and will likely pass the 
House requiring the commission to 
make recommendations every two 
years instead of every four. Should 
that pass, a proposed pay increase 
could come in a supplementary 
budget, with action by Congress by 
early fall. 
While all this may sound like mere 
bureaucratese touching only the 
slothful tax eaters, it gets down to 
the 
efficient 
direction 
of 
government. Civil servants at the 
top level of government are leaving 
to take pensions which include, 
unlike their salaries, a 6‘z per cent 
increase geared to the cost of living. 
Then they are free to take jobs in 
private business at $20,000 or $25,000 
a year, and many are doing just that 
with business eager to get brainy 
men and women knowledgeable in 
the ways of government.

Ecoworld notes 


In a study that may bear on the 
mounting paper shortage that has 
come to loom unpleasantly in the 
future 
planning 
of 
newspaper 
executives, a midwest research 
institute concludes that wastepaper 
recycling in the United States could 
be doubled in tonnage by 1985 if the 
federal government would introduce 
measures to overcome existing 
recycling barriers. 
The study notes, 
though, 
that 
if 
current 
patterns 
are not diverted by 
some type of action, 
the present decline 
in wastepaper re­ 
cycling 
will 
con­ 
tinue. 
Newsprint production from virgin 
wood is now reportedly close to 
maximum for the existing facilities 
and 
under 
the 
present 
environmental laws regulating their 
operation. 
But individuals in some quarters 
are now beginning to question the 
government’s 
and 
the 
paper 
industry’s willingness to see a 
strong recyling industry and the 
degree of research and development 
that has been advanced toward 
producing recycled paper that takes 
to modern press equipment as well 
as virgin paper. 
Another question, reminiscent of 
the recent oil scare, is how anxious 
is the government and the paper 
industry to allow incentives for 
wastepaper 
recycling 
in 
the 
interests of avoiding a serious paper 
shortage? 


The Virginia Electric and Power 
Company, purveyors of nuclear 
power plants, have hit upon a 
bizarre method of discouraging 
inquisitive fish from approaching 
their plants’ coolant water intake 
ports and becoming entrained in 
cooling systems. 
The method, reported in the 
National 
Wildlife 
Federation’s 
Conservation News, also appears to 
bear a comment on the generation 
gap 
Seawater intake designs for some 
nuclear plants specify traveling 
meshworks and rolling grids to keep 
marine life from accompanying the 
vast volumes of sea water needed to 
cool the heart of a nuclear reactor. 
Virginia Electric 
is installing 
underwater speakers around the 
intake ports to scare the fish away. 
And, after experimentation, they’ve 
found that the sounds that really 
catapult fish back into the depths of 
the ocean is just plain old hard rock, 
the type you tune in on your car 
radio. 
The fish can take straight 900 
cycle tones, but those steel guitars 
— oooooh. 


The next time New York City 
garbagemen 
go 
on 
strike, 
electricians may get overtime. It 
appears that the fuel shortage has 
prompted the nation’s largest city to 
consider a novel source of fuel. 
Yes, garbage. 
The 
theory, 
now 
being 
experimented with, is that if local 
trash and garbage is burned as a 
supplemental 
fuel 
in 
power 
company boilers, less fossil fuel will 
be required and less garbage will 
have to be disposed of by costly 
conventional means. 
The city, which puts out a brisk 
30,000 tons of garbage every day, 
took the giant step recently by 
contracting for a design study for 
modifying 
a 
boiler 
in 
the 
Consolidated Edison plant to burn 
500 to 1,200 tons of shredded garbage 
a day. 


Garbage production in New York 
and elsewhere has been growing 
while places to put all of it have 
been dwindling and incinerators 
have attracted the jaundiced eye of 
environmentalists and have been 
closed 
wholesale 
by 
recent 
legislation as smog machines. 
A similar program has been 
working in St. Louis, Mo. for over a 
year 
now, 
with 
Environmental 
Protection Agency help. In this 
operation, up to 300 tons of garbage 
is shredded daily and the ferrous 
metals magnetically removed. The 
remaining refuse is mixed with coal 


for burning in a modified boiler. 
In a refinement of the process, the 
non-profit 
National 
Center 
for 
Resource 
Recovery 
recently 
determined that the burning of raw 
trash increased if the shredded 
garbage is air classified to further 
separate light refuse from heavy 
refuse. 
According to New York officials, 
it is estimated that burning 5,000 to 
10,000 tons of raw garbage per day in 
energy conversion boilers could net 
an annual fuel-oil savings of two to 
four million barrels of 42 gallons 
each.
